Blair. 
Th e trust company president says 
th at th e court found for th e defend­ 
ant solely on account of a tech nical 
error.

For more than a year some of the 
foreign leaders have been quietly at 
work, and they have carried out their 
campaign on a system atic basis. Every 
one of the estim ated ten thousand for­

bringing the suit. 
The court sustained the demurrer 
and the case-came to a sudden end. 
The court ruled that the newspaper 
was within its rights when it attack­ 
ed an evil of tire kind named.

Lives there a child with appetite so 
dead that his mouth 
never 
waters 
when the word “ Goody” is mentioned? 
Goodies of all sorts are the especial 
g astronomic delig ht of all children, 
and let me add that goodies of all 
sorts can be made more digestible 
and more delicious by being cooked 
in paper bags. 
It w as an acute social observer who 
wrote: 
“ Housekeepers 
instinctively 
add g rease and sw eetening when cook­ 
ing for company.” 
The sam e rule 
ought to prevail in cooking for chil­ 
dren. 
Food cannot be too rich for 
young, thriving creatures, provided it 
is 
properly 
proportioned. 
Perfect 
pound cake is a meal in itself, ginger­ 
bread as perfect, but little less satis­ 
fying, while as for tea cakes of the 
right sort, crisp, sugary, melting, an 
active healthy child may eat all it 
chooses 
o£ them, and be better for 
the eating. 
Make all these not merely good, bu t 
attractiv e to the ey e. 
Make also 
sponge cake, raisin cake and many 
m anners of fancy tartlets. Make them 
indiv idu al—in that w’ill lie the su ­ 
preme charpi. 
Begin by cu tting a big bag length­ 
wise into strips tw’o 
inches 
w’ide. 
Grease each strip half an inch from 
one edge, and cu t blu nt notches into 
the crease, three-qu arters of an inch 
apart. 
From another bag, split open, 
cu t rou nds or ov als, fou r to fiv e inches 
across. 
Fasten the notched strips to 
these with small 
clips, 
letting the 
notches stand ou tside and clipping the 
ends where they come together. Thu s 
y ou hav e a flat-bottomed 
indiv idu al 
mou ld, to be filled, after bu ttering, 
with any thing y ou like. 
Irilled, the 
mou lds are slid inside a large lightly 
greased bag, the bag set on a triv et, 
and after sealing, baked in the ov en. 
Let tho cakes cool in the mou lds, 
then te a r away the 'pa pe r and frost 
them or decorate them with candy or 
nu ts. 
H ere is Mammy ’s Pou nd Cake—and 
better nev er went in any body 's mou th. 
Take ten eggs, a pou nd of flou r, sifted, 
with two teaspoonfu ls of cream ta rta r 
and one of soda, a pou nd of sifted 
su gar, three-qu arters of a pou nd of 
best bu tter, a wineglass of brandy or 
sherry , a tablespoonfu l lemon ex tract. 
Cream the bu tter v ery light with half 
the su gar, add the other half to the 
y olks of the eggs after beating them 
foamy light, and then beat again. 
Pu t 
in the bu tter and su gar, mix well, add 
the liqu or nex t, then half the flou r, 
pu tting in a cu pfu l at a time. Fold in 
nex t part of the egg whites, which 
shou ld be beaten so stiff tha t they 
will stick to the inv erted dish. 
Add 
the rest of the flou r, then the last of 
the egg-white. 
Stir in the lemon ex ­ 
trac t last of all. 
Pou r into thickly 
bu ttered bags or v ery thin tin mou lds 
thickly bu ttered. 
Seal the loaded bags 
and set on a triv et in the ov en. 
Pu t 
mou lds inside greased bags, seal and 
pu t on the grid shelf. 
Hav e the ov en 
hot enou gh to tu rn white paper y ellow 
in fiv e minu tes. 
If the paper scorches 
it is too hot—cool it by setting a v ery 
shallow pan of cold w ater u pon the 
floor jifst before pu tting in the cake. 
Take ou t the pan after a few’ minu tes, 
of cou rse, first tu rning down the gas 
flame, or pu shing in the dam pers to 
redu ce heat. 
Cook at m oderate heat 
u ntil done throu gh. 
It will take an 
hou r to an hou r and a half, accord­ 


ing to the thickness of the cakes. 
Midway the baking they should be 
shifted—those from the grid shelf set 
low on the broiler, those from the 
broiler put high, so that they will cook 
evenly. 
Make holes in the bag tops 
and test the cakes before taking them 
up by thrusting in a clean straw or 
thin knife blade. 
If the thing thrust 
in com es out with no stickiness cling­ 
ing to it, the cake is done. Bag cook­ 
ing prevents crusting over, and there­ 
by facilitates rising. 
It also saves 
from burning and avoids the risk of 
jarring by too much opening of the 
oven door. 
“Baking powder can be 
used in place of soda and cream of 
tartar, but to my thinking the old way 
is the b est 
Raisin cake is made alm ost the same 
as pound cake, but takes a little longer 
and slower baking. 
Every household alm ost has its own 
favorite 
gingerbread 
and 
tea-cake. 
Make them in your own way, but re­ 
member to make them festive. 
You 
can do this easily by cutting them 
out in all manner of fancy shapes be­ 
sides those already sugg ested, from 
frosting them in many colors—white, 
pink, green, yellow and brown, and 
sprinkling them before the frosting 
hardens, with tiny colored candies, or 
chopped 
nuts, or candied # peel, or 
citron very finely shredded. 
Make 
stars, 
crescents, 
crosses, 
triangles, 
what not— the more, certainly the 
merrier when you come to set them on 
your dish. 
Pound cake and raisin cake baked in 
paper bags can be cut in cubes, rounds, 
fingers, or any shape desired, frosted 
all over, and be more than ornamental. 
A centerpiece for a child’s party can 
be built in the shape of a log cabin, 
using alternately long strips frosted 
white and other strips of chocolate 
brown. 
Or it may be white and pink, 
or all white, with a roof of frosting 
snow and candy-ieicles hanging along 
the eaves. 
Vegetable coloring, which 
is cheap and perfectly wholesome, can 
be bought from any first class grocer.

Brandt was arrested, is in the po sses­ 
sio n o f Mo rtimer L. Schiff. 
Schiff's 
advisers have info rmed the district at­ 
to rney that he will go to any extrem­ 
ity rather than su rrender this letter. 
The district atto rney had demanded it. 
Only fo u r o f Brandt's letter written 
to him, o r received b$ him, are in ex­ 
istence. altho u gh nineteen were re­ 
mo ved fro m his ro o m 
by Detective 
Sergeants Jo seph D. Wo o ldridge and 
Jo hn Taylo r and Pinkerto n Detective 
Jo hn Ro gers. 
The fo u r that have es­ 
caped destru ctio n appear to the dis­ 
trict atto rney to have mo st direct hear­ 
ing o n the pro secu tio n that sent the 
man to priso n to serve thirty years. 
Fifteen, so far as the district atto rney 
can learn, went the way o f u nclaimed 
pro perty in the po lice department. 
The letter which Mr. Schiff desires 
to retain was written, tho u gh no t mail­ 
ed. to a member o f Schiff's ho u seho ld. 
The o thers that have su rvived were 
written to Brandt 
hv emplo yes o f 
Schiff. 
Altho u gh written by servants 
to a servant, they co ntained a no te o f 
o bsequ io u sness, a strain o f flattery and 
an evident desire to ingratiate. These 
letters were In the hands o f Ho ward 
S. Gans, Schiff’s co u nsel in the Brandt 
pro secu tio n, u ntil they were tu rned 
o ver to Delaney Nico ll, who is no w act­ 
ing fo r Mr. Schiff as well as fo r Gans. 
The district atto rney is info rmed 
that the fo u r letters were separated 
fro m the o ther do cu ments fo u nd in 
Brandt's ro o m and secretly remo ved 
by Pinkerto n Detective Ro gers, who 
was in the emplo y o f Mr. Schiff. Ro g 
ers acco mpanied Detective Sergeants 
Wo o ldridge and Taylo r when they 
went to arrest Brandt o n Schiff’s de­ 
layed co mplaint that Brandt had as­ 
sau lted him and bu rglarized his ho u se. 
Ro gers had no au tho rity to lay a finger 
o n Brandt's pro perty, bu t It is kno wn 
that while he was in Brandt’s ro o m 
with Wiildridge and Taylo r he man­ 
aged to po ssess himself o f the fo u r let­ 
ters that no w interest the district at 
to rney. Taylo r went befo re the grand 
ju ry that 
is investigating whether 
Brandt was the victim o f a co nspir­ 
acy when he was sentenced to thirty 
years in state's priso n by Ju dge Otto 
A. Ro salsky ami swo re that he tu rned 
o ver to the lieu tenant in charge o f the 
detective bu reau the night Brandt was 
arrested all o f the letters and effects 
that Inspecto r McLau ghlin to ld him to 
take fro m Brandt’s ro o m. The district 
atto rney, carefu lly balancing the situ a­ 
tio n. said that either Taylo r co mmitted 
perju ry, o r Ro gers, the Pinkerto n man, 
was gu ilty o f grand larceny. 
Tho ro u ghly co nversant no w with 
what to o k place the night Brandt was 
taken into cu sto dy. Mr. Whitman was 
able to speak frankly with Schiff’s at­ 
to rney. Ho lding o u t no pro mises what­ 
ever. Whitman asked that the letters 
be placed in his hands. « Mr. Schiff's 
co u nsel was willing to hand o ver three 
lettei*. hu t he balked o n the fo u rth.

Tt i< up to the men of Ru-li- 
viile now to show that they are hear­ 
tily interested in the welfare of their 
heme city, which will 
prosper and 
grow if the proper methods are ap­ 
plied.
